4b of 15 May, kolkhozes of the Republic completed 84 percent of the 
1949 plan for planting grain and leguminous vegetables while sovkhozes of 
the Ministry of State Farms Kazakh SSR completed 94.8 percent. This repre- 
sented an increase over 15 May 1948 of 17*5 percent for kolkhozes and 100 per- 
cent for sovkhozes. 

The plan for planting sugar beets and cotton has been completely ful- 
filled by kolkhozes and 3ovkhozes of the Republic. Kolkhozes completed 67.4 
percent of the plan for sowing perennial grass and sovkhozes of the Ministry 
of State Farms Kazakh SSR completed 71.1 percent. 

Preparations for the hay season are proceeding slowly. Or. 10 May, com- 
pletion of the plan for repair of hay mowers was met as follows: 66 . 5 percent 
by sovkhozes of the Ministry of State Farms, 57-5 percent by kolkhozes, and 
11. I perc°nt by MTSb 

The April 1949 plan for average daily freight handling on the Turkestan- 
Siberian Railroad System was fulfilled 103.7 percent, including grain 157.3 
percent, coal 102.5 percent, flour 89*2 percent, and tiuber 113*5 percent. 

Tiie plan for freight handling on the Karaganda Railroad was fulfilled 101.1 
peroent. Including ooal 94.8 percent. 

The volume of cepltal construction completed during 4 months of 194? 
amounted to 130.5 percent of that of the corresponding 4 months of lp43. 

This included capital construction by Union enterprlees, 133*5 percent and 
Republic enterprises, 102-3 percent. 

Individual ministries are successfully utilizing funds appropriated for 
capital construction. 

The ministries of Construction of Heavy Industry Enterprises, Communi- 
cations, Fish Industry, and Agricultural-Machine Building, have carried out 
more than l/3 of the 1949 plan for capital construction during the past 4 
months. However, only 13.2 percent of the year plan for capital construction 
was completed by the Republic as a whole during this period.

During 4 months of 1949, capital. Investment in houcing construction by 
State enterprises, Institutions, and local soviets of the Republic increased 
98.8 percent over the corresponding 4 months of 1943 and 30.1 percent more 
housing was made available for occupancy. However, for the Republic as a 
whole, only 18.4 percent of the year plan for capital investment in housing 
construction was completed during the first 4 months and only 15.5 percent 
of the year plan for making housing available for occupancy vas completed. 

The volume of retail trade turnover for April 19^9 was 101.1 percent of 
that of March 1949* The 1949 seoond- quarter plan for retail trade turnover 
was completed for the Republic as a whole 32.3 percent, including retail 
trade, 32.7 percent and public eating, 29-5 percent.
